Try to Seize Artillery 
Despite strict censorship imposed 
by the governor of Logrono. it was j 
learned that incendiaries there set 
fire to six convents and churches, 
four Rightist centers and Rightist 
newspaper, and then attacked the 
army barracks, attempting to seize 
artillery. 
Infantry sallied from the barracks, 
exchanging shots with the mob. and 
finally dispersed it after killing a 
number. 
A preliminary session of Parliament 
broke up in confusion Sunday night 
when Communists and Socialsts be­ 
gan singing the “Internationale” and 
lifting their fists in the Communist 
salute. 
Monarchist Refusi*s Request 
Following the election of the old­ 
est Deputy, Admiral Ramon Car­ 
ranza, as provisional president of the 
Cortes. Jose Uribe. Communist, who 
was elected first secretary, asked 
Admiral Carranza to shout "Viva 
Republica!” which he said was cus­ 
tomary.” 
Carranza, who is a Monarchist 
Deputy, replied: "I do not feel like 
doing that.”
